GERM HAS NOT KNOCKED AT HER DOOR 


Disease Has Been Noticeable by Its 


Absence Which is History Since 


Present Water Came.

Rushille is indeed fortunate. 
Rusliville is doubly fortunate 
that she has not been compelled to 
ward off the ravages of a typhoid 
fever scare. 
The residents of the 
city have not suffered with one case 
of typhoid fever this season and 
there is more to tho story. It is not 
very likely 
that there 
will be any 
ease, largely 
due to the 
sanitary 
conditions and the city water. 
The city water is the largest fac­ 
tor in keeping the typhoid germ from 
knocking at 
Rushville’s 
door. 
In 
nearly all of the eases where typhoid 
fever has reaped a rich reward, the 
source of the germ is generally trac­ 
ed 
to 
the 
water. 
Fortunately 
Rushville’s city water is pure and in 
no manner can 
become 
contami­ 
nated. 
Local physicians say that the ab­ 


sence of the dread fever is due to 
the city water as can be shown by 
the comparison with former years, 
before the wells were installed here 
to furnish water for the plant. Many 
older doctors who have been practic­ 
ing here several years, can remember 
when there would not be less than 
two dozen cases of that disease here 
every season. They say that just as 
soon as the new water was generally 
used, the disease practically disap­ 
peared and has not bobbed up to any 
extent, since that time. 
Physicians 
say it is the history of the case, that 
whenever there has been a sickness 
with that disease, the foundation of 
the germ can always be traced back 
to unsanitary conditions and to an 
old well of water. 
Other cities all around Rushville 
have been waging war against the 
disease and 
the 
newspapers have 
been 
carrying a warning 
against 
catching the dread 
disease almost 
daily. 
In many cities the germ has 
been found to be located in the water 
supply while in other places it has 
been different 
In many instances 
unsanitary conditions have caused 
the prevalence^of the sickness due to 
the typhoid germ.

Indiana University Students Working 
on Evolution Theory. 


Mitchell. 
Ind.. 
Aug. 
27.— Experi­ 
ments are being conducted at the Indi­ 
ana university experim ent station here 
on animals going blind when sunlight, 
is not given them. 
At Donneldson’s 
cave the fish in the caverns are blind, 
having no place for eyes. 
A lot of 
white rats are being kept in a room in 
one of the cave’s caverns, and as they 
multiply very rapidly it is believed 
that within a year or two it will be 
known w hether animals without sun­ 
light will lose their eyes. 
Experim ents are also being made on 
blind fish by putting them in the light 
to see if they will develop eyes. 
The 
scientists have a pool containing sev 
eral dozen fish on which they are ex­ 
perimenting.

to convulse the empire. 
The occasion 
was a banquet at Koenigsburg, when,

his

years, his majesty arrogated to him ­ 
self the office of a divine delegate, and 
in that character avowed his determ in­ 
ation to rule in his own way regard­ 
less of the views or opinions of the 
hour.
